
Administration jumps gun on returning residents

The decision to limit the 
numbers of returning students in 
residence has yet to be made, but 
the administration is proceeding 
as if it were a foregone conclu- 
sion. 

According to Samuel Freed- 
man. McGill Vice-Principal 
Academic, the “complex pro- 
posal” will involve allocating 20 
per cent of residence rooms to 
returning students next year. 15 
per cent in 1988-89. and 10 per 
cent in 1989-90. 

Currently, 36 per cent of 
residents are returning students. 

Even though the proposal has 



yet to be adopted by the residence 
committee as a recommendation 
to Senate. Maria Shin, president 
of Douglas Hall, says the pro- 
cedures for selecting students 
eligible to return are already in 
place. 

According to Shin, the new ap- 
plication forms for students who 
wish to return are already printed 
and ready to be distributed. 
"They are all ready to go." she 
says. 

Freedman says "the details of 
implementation have to be left up 
to the residence director.” Han- 
ding out applications to return to 
residence is standard procedure 
for this time of year. 



"I wouldn't see that as netng 
any different." Freedman says. 

But according to Shin, these 
cards require students wishing to 
return to list their contributions to 
residence and university life, their 
involvement in extra-curricular 
activities, their reasons for wan- 
ting to return, and their academic 
merit. "This is nothing like last 
year," she says. 

Senate rules of order may make 
it difficult to defeat the proposal. 
According to Shin, there are two 
kinds of voting procecdures. The 
one most often used is advisory 
voting. "It's not like majority 
rules. The vote only serves as ad- 
vice for Freedman to consider. He 



makes the decision," she said. 

“Dean Gopnik told us on 
Thursday the proposal was an ad- 
ministrative matter and wouldn't 
be subject to a vote." 

"If the document is presented 
with recommendations, then it 
goes before the committee and the 
committee votes on it," said pro- 
fessor William Purdy, chair of the 
committee. 

But, "When it comes to us as a 
statement, that the subcommittee 
has agreed to limit the number of 
returning students, then it would 
be accepted as information," said 
Purdy. 

He added that it could also be 
reported to Senate as information. 



Refugees: no guests in Canada

Chateaubriand looks like any 
other North American hotel. Non- 
descript carpeting leads up to a 
stone hearth, as Muzak floats 
through the mirrored lobby. 

But if you walk behind the 
hotel, you see the one-way glass, 
reinforced by metal bars, and the 
doors with no handles. 

Inside, two doors marked 
"privé" block both entrances to 
the long corridor where refugees 
are confined by private security 
guards. This is Quebec’s Im- 
migration Detention Centre. 

Five minutes from Dorval air- 
port. the centre is used to tem- 
porarily detain refugees who have 
entered or are working in Canada 
illegally. Refugee claimants 
must submit their case before a 
panel of immigration judges. 
"(But) if we have reason to 
believe that they won't show up 
for their interview or deportation 
order then we have grounds to 
issue warrants for their arrest... as 
a danger to the public," said 
Claude Bourget, manager of the 
Montreal Immigration Centre, 
and head of Canadian Immigra- 
tion Centre enforcement in 
Quebec. 

The immigration detention cen- 
tre has been at the Chateaubriand 
in Ville St. Laurent for about five 
years, Bourget said, but has ex- 
isted elsewhere in Quebec for the 
last 15 years. 

The centre receives refugees 
from Dorval and Mirabel air- 
ports, as well as those who may 
have entered Canada illegally 
across the U.S. border. 

Bourget said the criteria for 
detention are based on "informa- 
tion at the time (of arrest).” 

“This includes past criminal 
records, escape attempts, or if 
they have shown a problem with 
their attitude... such as physical or 
verbal assualt or threats towards 
an immigration officer. There has 
to be a good reason,” he said, ad- 
ding that more severe cases are

working group 

This comes as a relief to Shin 
who opposes the idea. "If we end 
up voting, we might be able to 
defeat it." 

The policy must still overcome 
many hurdles before it takes ef- 
fect. Said Freedman, "It has to go 
through at least two committees." 

Freedman says it won’t come 
up at Senate until mid-February. 

Would-be returning residents 
have until February 14th to sub- 
mit their applications. The list of 
eligible returning students has to 
be Finalized by the 28th of 
February , in order to notify new 
students. 

In the meantime, says Shin, 
"everyone will be doing all this 
work, pretending that the policy 
has been passed when it hasn't." 

Shin says Douglas Hall council 
will ignore the new applications 
until the policy is actually passed. 

Grace Ann Baker. Students' 
Society VP University Affairs, 
favours limiting returning 
students in residence. "If a proper 
number could be implemented, 
then it would be a step in the right 
direction. We would be making a 
lot more rooms available for in- 
coming students." she said. 

"She should seriously consider 
who she represents." said Shin. 
"There were two hundred 
students at the meeting with Dean 
Gopnik. She’s obviously sym- 
pathizing with the 
administration."

If arrested, said Bourget, a de- 
tainee is seen by an adjudicator 
within 48 hours, and then every 
seven days hence. 

"Detainees are there only three 
or four days — until their case 
comes up before an ajudicator." 
said Bourget. 

Controversy over mistreatment 
of refugees within the hotel a year 
ago prompted Chris Ferguson, a 
member of the Coalition to De- 
fend the Rights of Refugees, to in- 
tervene. 

"Detainees were treated like 
animals, "said Ferguson. Com- 
plaints about conditions within the 
centre touched on every con- 
ceivable aspect, including over- 
crowding, poor facilities, and no 
exercise for the detainees. 

“Detainees were denied one 
hour of fresh air (a day) and if 
(they became) sick, were taken to 
the emergency, manacled," said 
Ferguson. 

Ferguson said the government 
had turned the wing of the Ville 
St. Laurent hotel "into a mini- 
prison." citing conditions "worse 
than maximum security."

Giving water back to the people

Tenants shouldn’t have to pay 
more rent this year now that 
landlords can't use the water tax 
and the high cost of oil to justify 
increased rent. 

With the passing of the new 
$1.44 billion city budget last 
Thursday night, the MCM follow- 
ed through with election promises 
to abolish the S60 water tax and to 
lower tax evaluations. 

This means that landlords can 
not charge tenants higher rent on 
the basis of taxation. Landlords 
must justify rent increases to the 
Quebec rental board, the Régie du 
logement. 

"We should be seeing a reduc- 
tion in the rent or a stop on an in- 
crease of rent," said Robert 
Benoit of the Montréal Citizen’s 
Movement, the municipal govern- 
ment. 

However, "tenants have to go 
before the rental board to dispute 
this," he said. 

The water lax will be abolished 
for one year, according to an am- 



mendment given to the charter of 
Montréal by the Quebec govern- 
ment. "But in our minds it’s go- 
ing to be forever," said Benoit. 
"The onus is on them to make it 
permanent. 

Furthermore, the Régie will in- 
dex down some heating bills this 
year as a result of the decrease in 
oil prices last year. 

Councillor Germain Prégcnt of 
the Civic Party voted against the 
budget and reportedly called the 
abolition of the water tax "a very 
costly and artificial gift” because 
property owners will pay higher 
taxes overall that tenants will have 
to pay for. 

"Now the landlords will raise 
their rent $20 or $25 more," said 
Prégcnt. "They will say, ‘I pay 
more tax so I have to raise my 
rent. 

"And Montréal has the second 
highest tax level in the Montréal 
Urban Community (MUC)," he 
added. 

Benoit said "If the level of taxa- 
tion in Montréal is so high, it s 
not . because of the MCM — it’s 



the Drapeau administration. 

"We lowered the level of taxa- 
tion by eight cents and abolished 
the water lax but the municipal 
evaluation will still increase 
because it’s fixed by the MUC not 
the City of Montréal." 

The tax rate has been reduced 
by eight cents to $2.54 per $100. 

"We have to pay for the Olym- 
pic debt and the Olympic 
Stadium, that’s $40 million a year 
of interest and capital debt. 

"It takes a year to prepare a 
budget. Next year will be a very 
different budget because it won’t 
be a Civic Party budget modified 
at the last minute." 

Benoit denied that Prégcnt was 
as vehement as the commercial 
English press made him out to be. 
"He didn’t even read the Civic 
Party’s prepared statement 
fully," he said. "I don’t think he 
agreed with it." 

But Prégcnt did say, "It’s a bit 
like taking away with the right 
hand what you gave with the 
left.”

At the last Men’s Night at Bilitus, a 
women’s bar on St. Denis, three men 
were denied entry at the door because the 
bouncer decided they weren’t gay. She 
handed down judgement based on a live- 
second check through a little glass 
window in the door. Their women friends 
who were already inside had to argue 
with the bouncer and then the manager 
for a good ten minutes before the men 
were allowed in. 

There are good reasons for caution at 
gay clubs. Men’s Nights at women’s bars 
attract a lot of straight men who come for 
curiousity or a little fun (read: 
harassment). The doorwoman’s job on 
these nights is to keep out undesirables, 
and unless she knows the individual she 
can only judge on appearances. 

In fact, one of the men was gay. The 
other two were meeting lesbian friends. 
The problem was that all three looked 
like Joe Student. Short of asking for 
identification from the Intergalaclic Gay 
Society, how was she to know who was 
OK and who wasn’t? In this case the 
three men were refused because they 
didn't look like her idea of a gay man.

Misunderstanding punk 
music

Congratulations on an almost perfect ar- 
ticle concerning the lawsuit against Jcllo 
Biafra of the Dead Kenncdys (Thursday, 
January 22, 1987). 

People seem to associate punk music 
with drugged out bums, mislead kids, and 
basically anything not with the social 
norm. It is true that there arc a lot of drug 
addicts who listen to punk music, but that 
has more to do with the fact that our society 
cannot accept and take responsibility for 
those people, even though many of those 
people come out of the socially accepted 
groups. They turn to punk music because 
that is the only type of music which has the 
people capable of accepting these outcasts. 

Many may argue the fact that in Los 
Angeles, there arc those so-called “Nazi 
Punks" who deliberately burn themselves, 
attack innocent people, and basically don’t 
care about anything except the daily heroin 
shot. However, these types of people arc 
not the same people that most punks are. 
The punks in Canada and most of the 
United States look down upon these 
"Nazis." This idea is most prominently 
expressed in the Dead Kenncdys song 
"Nazi Punks Fuck Off (In Cod We Trust, 
Inc.).

The unfortunate result is that gays may 
face discrimination in their own 
community unless they follow the dress 
code. The standards used by gay bars 
like Bilitus draw a line line between 
caution and snobbery. Lesbians frown on 
miniskirts and heels. The three men who 
were barred at the door were seen as 
straight just because they looked average. 

Gays and lesbians are as guilty as 
straights for stereotypes that limit 
individual expression. Though the 
reasons are understandable, it’s a sour 
realization that even in the community 
gays need for support, homosexuality is a 
matter of appearance. 

The question arises whether the men 
slopped at the door were refused because 
they weren’t gay. or because they didn’t 
look like the other men in the club. If 
one of the club regulars had vouched for 
them they would have been let in right 
away, regardless of whether they were 
gay or straight. As it was, the 
management didn’t know the men or the 
protesting women, and it took an 
argument to change their minds. 

In a hostile society, gays need to be 
able to separate their friends from their 
enemies. Dress, speech and mannerisms 
are often the equivalent of an 
identification card between those ‘in the 
know’.

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Bringing 

bulimia u 
out of 
the dark

Bulimia is not an isolated cir- 
cumstance. 

"It’s not a horrible disease ap- 
plicable to few. It's an indict- 
ment. taken off on a 
fear. ..which a lot of women 
lift vc t " said McGill psychologist 
Dr. Rosa Spricer. 

Bulimia is an eating disorder 
characterized by compulsive 
‘binge’ eating followed by at- 
tempts to be rid of consumed 
food by self-induced vomiting, 
laxative abuse, fasting or 
strenous cxccrcise. 

A group of women, including 
several McGill graduates, has 
produced a video about bulimia 
in conjunction with a doctor at 
McGill. 

"I feel that a lot of eating 
disorders exist on campus here 
at McGill, and we want to deal 



with the issue itself and let peo- 
ple know they are not alone. 
There are places to go, and help 
is available,” said Spricer. 

A bulimic can narrowly be 
defined as a perfectionist, suf- 
fering from very low self- 
esteem. Insulated in a blanket of 
shame and guilt, consciously 
hidden, bulimia is difficult to 
detect. 

The bulimic’s condition can 
result in weakness and lethargy, 
high blood pressure, dehydra- 
tion and electrolyte imbalances, 
hair loss, dental erosion, kidney 
damage and cancer of the throat. 

The healing process is a slow 
but very hopeful one. 

Locally, the professional com- 
munity has begun to develop. 
Up until two months ago. 
Québec was one of the few pro- 
vinces in Canada without the 
Bulimia Anorexia Nervosa

Association (BANA). The 
organization was founded in 
1983 by Dr. Richard Moriarty 
of the University of Windsor, 
after he lost his own daughter to 
the disease. 

In an attempt to wade through 
the disorganization of therapists, 
Sandra Smith, a Communica- 
tions graduate of Concordia 
University, is reaching out to 
fellow bulimics through an 
audiovisual documentary: 
Bulmia and the Road to 
Recovery. 

“The project, which began in 
May of 1986, has promising 
goals of awakening therapists’ 
existence to the medical com- 
munity itself." said Smith. 

“This will enable an easier ac- 
ccsibility to the therapists for the 



patients, and allow the therapists 
themselves to know of one 
another,” she said. 

The video has received fun- 
ding from the Québec govern- 
ment but is still in need of 
private donations and grants. 

Clca Notar is responsible for 
the financial sponsorship and 
research for the video. Accom- 
panied by Spricer and one of 
McGill’s resident nurses, Bren- 
da McGill, Notar will be con- 
ducting a panel discussion at 
McGill. 

“The talk will be addressing 
itself to the issues women have 
with their relation to and/or fear 
of food,” says Spricer. 

“There are a lot of factors 
feeding into the individual. You 
can’t say there’s one route. It's 



multidimensional, there’s not 
one cause," said Notar. 

Problems with body image 
and the pressure to he thin is a 
fundamental issue which will be 
discussed. 

This issue has just begun to 
surface and it is important to 
understand that bulimia is as 
much a part as a product of our 
society and must be dealt with 
openly. 

If you are concerned for a 
friend or just interested in learn- 
ing more about the problem the 
meeting will be held Monday, 
January 26, 19h30 in the Union 
Building, rm B- 107/8. BANA 
from Douglas Hospital will also 
be giving a talk on Thursday, 
February 12, in the Leacock

Students win out in B.C. 
Medicare battle 



BURNABY (CUP) - Interna- 
tional students studying in B.C. 
universities are breathing a collec- 
tive sigh of relief after the provin- 
cial court of appeal ruled that 
holders of visas and work permits 
qualify for government medical 
insurance. 

"I’m really happy and relieved 
about the whole thing,” visa stu- 
dent Krisztina Hcrnadi said of the 
early December ruling. 

"I was in the hospital in 
December for surgery that would 
have cost me $300 to$400. I 
couldn’t possibly have paid. Now 
can apply for retroactive 
coverage," Hcrnadi said. 

In August, 1985, the provincial 
health minister announced visa 
and work permit holders would be 
excluded . from the provincial 



health plan because they were not 
"permanent residents". But since 
visa students must have medical 
insurance, the policy forced them 
to buy private insurance 
sometimes costing three times that 
of the provincial plan. 

Hcrnadi, along with three other 
visa students, and the Teaching 
Support Staff Union at Simon 
Fraser University challenged the 
matter in court, arguing the policy 
change was "unlawful" because 
the Medical Services Act grants 
coverage to all residents of British 
Columbia. The only requirement 
stated in the act is 6 months 
residency. 

Former health minister Jim 
Nielsen countered that ‘perma- 
nent resident’ and ‘resident’ mean 
the same in the Act. 



The court disagreed. In a writ 
ten judgement, the appeal judges 
said that since the Medical Ser- 
vices Act uses both terms the 
government cannot claim the two 
arc interchangeable. 

The ruling overturned an earlier 
decision of the Medical Services 
Commission which said only 
Canadian citizens and landed im- 
migrants qualified for coverage. 

Although the decision will help 
visa students in the future, they 
cannot claim compensation for the 
money already paid to private in- 
surers. However, those who in- 
curred medical costs after the 
December 10 ruling but had no 
private insurance can apply for 
retroactive coverage for 
December and then claim their 
costs.
